We all did have a great loss idien he was assassinated, Vfhether it 
is MB 4 X a matter over wliich you can collect damiiges the courts may decide, il you get 
to a trial or a hearing. 

You may have some problems viith your allegatiions and proof of them. 

You have reached those conclusions from reading certain of the available 
books and articles but much more than that is required for the courts to regard it 
as evidence.
